He noted that this would be the 
first Opportunity for Vance to 
confer with the Chinese leaders in 
his official capacity.

VOTES 

A battle in the Chinatown dis- 
trict doesn't scare Lau. He thinks 
he would have“an even chance” 
against Molinari，who does not 
have the firm conservative base of 
a Barbagelata or a (Supervisor) 
Quentin Kopp. Lau feels he would 
get most of the Chinese vote and 
would need only about 30 per cent 
of the white vote,. Lau speculates 
that voting registration drives in 
the Chinese community will swell 
the Chinese District 8 
registration to about 7,000 out of 
about 23,000 total voters， 


Nor does Lau think that he 


could win election in the 
Richmond District in a walk- 
away - Although the _ district 


normally votes democratic，Lau 
sees problems in that there are 
“pockets of conservatism .” 


An article recently by Jerry 
Burns of the San Francisco Chrom- 
icle revealed that Lau Was con- 
sidering not running for supervisor 
or accepting the appointment to 
the job. The pressures on his 
family ”were weighing heavily 
against his taking the time- 
consuming job，and Lau told 
Mayor Moscone of his “second 
thoughts. 


Lau says the mayor was very 
understanding, since he (Moscone) 
has “experienced the same Per- 
sonal and family Pressures， He 
wasnt going to Pressure me as 3 
friend.” After talking to some 
other community people， Lau 
chose to run,a decision the mayor 
was ”happy to hear abonut. 
Reaction from democratic activists 
and grass roots people has also

The jump to Chinatown would 
be just too much of a burden for 
Laus family:， his wife Mary and 
their three young children.“The 
final step means an .enormOUus 
Sacrifice for the Kkidqs, TIused to live 
at Pine and Powell，Theres no 
backyards or place to_play，no 
privacy,”Lau Says，Some People 
in the _ community "want Lau to 
“Sacrifice myself”for the good of 
the community，but the job as 
Supervisor will cut into his family 
time enough，without the addi-

Lau, -who has parked cars， 
worked on a garbage truck，sold 
papers and matriculated through

Exim Bank to 
Finance Taiwan 
Power Plants 


TAIPEI 一 The U.S$， 了 xport- 
Import bank has agreed to provide 
Taiwan Power Co。 (Taipower) 
with a US$212.4 million loan to 
fipance its construction of a ther- 
mal power plant in southern 
Taiwan and a third generator at 
its Shiehho Thermal Power Plant， 
工 .K，Chen， chairman of Tai- 
Power said last week. 

Upon returning to Taipei 他 om 
a visit to the United States，Chen 
said that he had met with the new 
chairman of Exim bank，John 工 . 
Moore，Jr.，and obtained his full 
support for the loan. 

The preliminary construction of 

the southern thermal power plant 
will include two generating Units 
each with an installed capacity of 
500,000 kilowatts，scheduled for 
completion in 1981 and 1982， res- 
pectively, Chen said. 
.In the meantime, Taipower has 
decided_ to promote the third 
generator Program at the Shiehho 
Power Plant which is scheduled 
for operation in 1980, he said. 

Construction of the southern 
thermopower plant and the third 
generator of the Shiehho Plant 
will call for a combined outlay of 
US$600 milljion， of which 
Taipower will raise 3 major 
portion of the financial resources， 
according to the CRinese JTJmnfor- 
madtiomn 9erotice.

Chinese 
immigrants who came during World War II and the civil 
war,and the Southeast Asians who came after the Vietnam 
War are especially thankful for a nation which would give 
them a chance to make a fresh start， 

This land was first inhabited by native Americans of 
many different tribes. Over the past several hundred years， 
We have witnessed the gradual take-over by European 
immigrants，But the fact remains that America is aland of 
many racial and ethnic groups. And the Chinese Americans 
are part of the American family， We will be the last to say 

_ that no problem confronts us， But we also see the benefits 
we have reaped and the possibilities that lie ahead. 
Welove this land. This ljand is our home.

BERMUDA 一 The prohibition 
against _ Linauthorized employ- 
ment prior to filing for permanent 
residency is the most far-reaching 
effect of the new Section 245 of 
the 1976 JImmigration and Nat- 
ionality Act，according to former 
General Counsel of the Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Service 
Sam Bernsen at the Annual Con- 
ference of the Association of Im- 
migration and Nationality 
Lawyers here late last month . 

The new Provision bars from 


adjustment of status (to that of an 
immigrant)，within the United 
States foreigners who continue in 
or accept unauthorized employ- 
ment prior to the filing of the 
application for the so-called 
“green card.” However，it does 
not affect adjustment applicants 
who are the spouses or unmarried 
minor children of United States 
citizens，or parents of adult U.S. 
Citizens， 
INITENT 

The language of the amend- 
ment of Section 245 does not bar 
foreigners whose unauthorized 
employment occurred before the 
]aw went into effect on January 1 ， 
1977，'On the other hand，a 
foreigner whose ， unauthorized 
employment began before Jan- 
uary 1 and continued would be 
ineligible, In the case of the alien 
who discontinued unauthorized 
employment before January of 
this year and did not resume Work 
until after filing the adjustment 
application，the Imrmigration 
Service ， would consider ”that 
he/she_ had complied with the 
intent 'of the law and that he 
would not be statutorily disqual- 
jified, said Bernsen . 

However, in any case where the 
foreigner engaged in unauthor- 
ijized_ employment subsequent to 
filing the apPplication and his 
application is ultimately denied he 
would be ineligible for adjustment 
on the basis of a subsequent 
applicaton since he had engaged 
in unauthorized employment 
before filing the second applica- 
tion. To avoidq such a“catch 22” 
Situation，- one ， shouldq request 
Immigration Services permission 
to work as soon as the adjustment 
application is filed， Employment 
permission “ when granted is 
stamped by the Service on the 
applicant's arrival-departure form 
T-94.

He began painting while in 
Shanghai，Ppainting in oils. In 
1951，he left China to come to 
Hong Kong，and，since he was 
eighteen， has been supporting 
himselt as an artist. Only in the 
past several years has he been able 
to devote his time fully to his own 
painting and leave the field of 
commercial art. 

Wang，who paints every day， 
has had exhibitions of his work 
throughout Southeast Asia and the 
United States. Since coming to the 
United States in the late 1960's, he 
has demonstrated his Painting 
techniques on KRON'S Newsign 4 
and on May 8th of this year had a 
one-day exhibition of his work at 
the California Academy of 
Sciences.
